PUSSYFOOTING 


Hollywood is proceeding with ex- 
treme caution in its Broadway legit 
buys this season. Of 35 shows that 
opened since the start of the season 
and up to last week, only one has 
been sold for pictures, and bidding 
on the others is slow. Indications 
are that the picture sale business 
this year is likely to lag far be- 
hind the '33-'34 season. 

At this time last year at least 
a half dozen deals were closed and 
many others which later material- 
ized were pending. A record was 
set by the end of the season, with 
Hollywood having purchased 22 
shows for a total price of $800,000. 

Lone sale thus far was on ‘Small 
Miracle, which Paramount has 
taken for a reported $35,000. Radio 
Pictures is practically set to take 
‘Errant Lady’ through its associate 
producer, Felix Young, but this is 
a short money deal involving less 
than $10,000. ‘Merrily We _ Roll 
Along’ is getting the most action 
so far as competitive bidding is con- 
cerned, but no sale yet. Other shows 
receiving only slight attention at 
present or none at all. 

Low Batting Average 

One reason for Hollywood's pus- 
syfooting this time in contrast to 
last year’s noisy Broadway legit ap- 
proach may be ascribed to the luke- 
warm aggregate batting average of 
last year’s legits at the picture 
house box offices. Of the 22 last 
season buys, 12 have been released 
as pictures to date. The average 
has been .500, six having been film 
flops and the other six either hits 
or moderately successful as _ pic- 
tures. Costliest celluloid brodie 
was ‘Double Door,’ legit hit for 
Paramount paid $55,000.

Forgetting Resolution to Snub CA. 
Denver Exhibs Ask Code Changes 


Denver, Oct. 29. 
Suddenly forgetting they had 
signed a ‘manifesto’ in which they 
warned the code authority they 


would not recognize either the code 
authority or its boards, Denver dis- 
tributors voted 14 to nine to ask the 
ec.a. to change a section of the code 
so as to permit lotteries and other 
viveaways in certain spots.

ators, was thrown out as illegal Fri- 
day (26) by the National Labor Re- 
lations Board in a decision which 
apparently discovered a minor loop- 
hole in section 7a of the Industrial 
Recovery Act. 

Ruling in two disputes involving 
employees of the Victory and Prin- 
cess houses in Trenton, the N.L.R.B. 
held that a closed shop agreement 
cannot be negotiated when no em- 
ployee is a union member and de- 
cided that the priviliges of collec- 
tive bargaining assured under sec- 
tion 7a do not apply to a single in- 
dividual. 

The board ordered the reinstate- 
ment of Edward and Dominick Cru- 
ciana, employees of the Victory 
theatre and members of an inde- 
pendent union who were fired after 
a closed shop agreement was 
reached with an International Al- 
liance local. The board found that 
the Victory constituted a separate 
unit for collective bargaining, al- 
though one of the Hildinger-Bishop 
chain, and that, since the two in- 
dividuals were the only projection 
machine operators of the house, the 
theatre had violated the Recovery 
Act by negotiating with the LA. 

‘Applying the majority rule prin- 
ciple, it results that the Cosmopoli- 
tan Amusement Co. (which actually 
operated the Victory), violated its 
obligations under section 7a by ne- 
gotiating a collective agreement 
with a union representing none of 
its employees in the face of a re- 
quest for collective bargaining 
previously made by a union repre- 
senting all of the employees in the 
particular craft group involved,’ the 
board stated. ‘The whole compre- 
hensive collective agreement with 
Local 359 is invalid, the closed shop 
provision along with the rest, and 
affords the employer no legal justi- 
fication for discharging the Cru- 
cianas for non-membership in Local 
359.’ 

In the Princess theatre case, Ed- 
ward Malkowski, who also was dis- 
charged under the same circum- 


stances, the board found that the 
worker had no redress since the 
collective bargaining clause is not 


applicable to a _ single individual. 
Refusal to bargain with Malkowski 
was not a violation of the act, which 
requires employers to bargain col- 
lectively, the board explained, since 
collective bargaining implies nego- 
tiations with two or more em- 
ployees, 

Board announced that unless the 
two Victory theatre employees are 
reinstated within seven days and 
the operator will negotiate with the 
independent union, the case will be 
turned over to the NRA compliance 
division and the Justice Department 
for action.

is in New York on a semi-official 
mission representing the govern- 
ment of Czechoslovakia, the result 
of which may mean a resumption of 
business dealings between that 
country and American film firms. 
He has been in conference with 
Major Frederick L. Herron of the 
Hays office, and it is believed a deal 
may be arranged. 
Aussenbereg’s trip here follows a 
visit in Prague two weeks ago of 
George L. Canty, American film 
commissioner in Central Europe, 
who hopped from Berlin to Prague 
to start the wheels moving. 

Czechslovakia inaugurated a new 
extra heavy film tariff and quota 
some two years ago, with the result 
that all American film companies, 
after protesting, walked out. There 
have been several attempts on the 
part of both sides to smooth things 
over, but all the U. S. major com- 
panies stuck together with the ex- 
ception of Radio. That company, 
under direction of Ambrose _ 5S. 
Dowling, continued sending films 
into Czeschoslovakia. Dowling has 
since left the company’s foreign de- 
partment, and Phil Reisman, new 
foreign head, has promised to with- 
draw as soon as contracts are ful- 
filled. 

It’s the first successful American 
walkout from a foreign mart in his- 
tory, and the fact that it‘s nearing 
a finish after such an unusually 
long time is consid¢red in foreign 
film offices an especially important 
point since it seems to prove that 
co-operative action of competitive 
U. S. firms over a mutually unsat- 
isfactory situation is possible. 

Deal was made five months ago 
by Canty in Prague for a satisfac- 
tory compromise on a 5-1 quota

sample of his natural producing 


stride, Minnelli should make the 
grade. 

‘Coast to Coast,’ a four-part af- 
fair, has pace, dazzling color and 
an imaginative idea that pans out 
on the good side. It even has a 
suggestion of comedy, something 
that's rave at the Music Hall. Min- 
nelli knows his Music Hall stage} 


and takes advantazre of it. But for 
an ex-art director, he also devotes 
more than the usual program space 
to specialty stuff. The latter, with 
the scenery to back it up, is really 
responsible for the show’s merit. 

Producing shows at the Music 
Hall must look like a soft touch to 
stagers on the outside, No doubt, 
it offers many difficulties, yet noth- 
ing compared to those with which 
the ordinary producer is confront- 
ed. Here the producer, first of all, 
has a budget that is a budget. He 
doesn't have to stay awake nights 
figuring new ways and means to 
cheat on the overhead, or at least, 
he’s not required to pinch. New 
scenery every week, new costumes 
every week——both the finest made— 
the most magnificent stage lighting 
system in the country, and perhaps 
the most thoroughly equipped mod- 
ern stage anywhere—these are the 
chief advantages. 

Where a Music Hall producer 
starts at scratch along with every- 
body else is in the idea department. 
After all, John D. Rockefeller can’t 
think up new numbers, too. But 
even in that respect, the Music Hall 


preducer has an edge over his 
brethren, for no matter how fan- 
tastic, how lavish his thought may 


be, the facilities to put it in motion 
are at his fingertips. 

That's the situation 
Minnelli, aged 26, waltzes. His suc- 
cess here depends on his ideas, 
Everything needed to execute them

Minnelli’s introductory idea is one 
that has been considered an old re- 
liable by every flash act producer 
who at one time or another hap- 
pened to be short of a ‘plot.’

Taking the time to stick one of 
these in his mouth on staging the 
holdup was his undoing there. On

coins in a show window stunt for 
‘Treasure Island,’ a novel twist was 
given by announcing that the win- 
ner of the estimate would not be 
mentioned until the opening of the 
run, but that anyone presenting his 
stub from the estimate at the soda 
fountain could obtain the news two 
days earlier. News was to break 
at noon. 

Lid was supposed to go off at noon 
and there were hundreds waiting 
to ask the questicn. Jar holding 
the candies had been taken in and 
stood on the counter. As each stub 
was presented, it was checked by 
the attendant. Most of the ap- 
plicants were handed a golden coin 
with a shake of the head, but 
tickets were presented those who 
came closest to the real figures in 
their estimate. Stub was retained 
to prevent encores, 

Gag of handing out a piece of 
candy along with the nod proved 
a winner, and the candy made more 
talk that afternoon than has re- 
sulted from most contests. 

No reason why the stunt cannot 
be worked with other candies on 
other titles, but it works partic- 
ularly well with ‘Island’ and all over 
downtown pleased contestants were 
showing their ‘pieces of eight.’ 

Two days later the actual num- 
ber of coins was posted in the 
window, together with the names of 
the careful counters. Did not get 
as much attention, but it put a fresh 
head on the talk. 

It does not always happen that 
a stunt can be freshened, but ideas 
never come to those who just go 
through the regulation motions. It 
does require an alertness that marks 
the difference between routine and 
showmanship. 


Flashy Banner 


One of the flashiest banners made 
for small time use is fabricated from 
tin cake boxes, all of the same size, 
wangled from the grocer for a 
couple of passes. Boxes are round 
with tight-fitting lids, but not too 
tight. About 12 inches in diameter. 

Boxes are nailed to a board which 
sets into a black shadow box in the 
rear of the lobby. Each tin is wired 
with a socket passing through a 
hole in the top and with cord 
fastened to bring a small wattage 
bulb in the center of the tin. Holes 
are bored for ventilation with a 
U-shaped piece of tin soldered over 
the hole to prevent light leakage, 
which would spoil the effect of the 
sign. Wiring terminates in a plug 
so that the board may be removed 
from its position without much 
trouble. 

When a run is ended the board is 
taken to the sign room, where it is 
and 


laid flat, the covers removed 
the old letters taken out and re- 
placed with fresh newsprint paper, 


moist, but not wet. Paper is tightly 
stretched by merely placing the 
cover on. Only the rim of the covers 
is retained, the centers being neatly 
cut out. Each box carries a colored 
bulb with a flasher button in the 
socket, care being taken not to get 
conflicting colors too close together, 

Lights are turned on, quickly 
drying the paper, then the surface 
is lettered for the new attraction 
and the board replaced Quick 
flashers are used to give a maximum 
of illumination. Simple to handle, 
effective and cheap.

the coast would have to join the 
Guild, paying dues ($7 annually), 
and keeping up dues payments to 
Equity. Fees to the A. F. of L. 
would bs payable by the Guild to 
Equity, which would transmit the 
money to the parent organization 
(affiliated unions pay the A. F. of L. 
18c per year per capita). 

Affiliation will strengthen both 
bodies. If the Guild should reach 
an impasse with picture producers, 
latter would not be able to send 
to New York for actors because 
Equity would not permit its mem- 
bers to accept coast engagements 
under that condition. Heretofore, 
Equityites going Hollywood have 
been careless in paying dues, but 
the affiliation members would have 
to lay it on the line promptly, both 
to Equity and the Guild. 

Guild will not receive a separate 
union charter, but will operate as 
an affiliate of Equity. Should the 


latter’s Council okay the merger, 
it must be okayed by the general 


membership of the Guild by vote. 
Equity’s Council has the power to 
act in such matters without going 
to the membership at large. 
Class A Members Vote 
Hollywood, Oct. 29.

As it now stands it 
pear that a vote of 60% of the 
Class A members could speak for 
the more than 2,500 members of the 
full Guild, but it is expected that 
some provision will be made where 
all can have a voice in this im- 
portant question. 

One phase already agreed upon at 
the preliminary parleys was that 
the junior Guild member will not be 
expected to carry a two-way mem- 
bership, as is the case of actors in 
the higher bracket class who flit 
from stage to screen and back. It’s 
likely that the juniors carrying 
Equity cards now will be allowed 
to relinquish this membership, as to 
carry both would be too great a tab 
on their limited incomes, especially 
in view of the fact that few of them 
do any legit work now.

Proposals also provide for Equity 
to collect a per capita assessment 
from the Guild which will be paid 
over to A.F. of L., with plans to 
work out also for the Guild to pay 
a specific per capita directly to 
Equity. 

As the affiliation, if crystallizing, 
gives the Guild full domination over 
the whole picture field it also means 
that New York stage actors appear- 
ing in New York produced pictures 
will be expected to join the Guild. 

Only producer attitude to date is 
that they will never recognize 
Equity or any organization affiliated 
with it.

New Racket; Woman 
Has Man Arrested 
For ‘Annoying’ Her

Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 29. 
An alleged ‘racket’ through which 
a woman had men in theatres 
arrested for annoying her, merely 


to collect $2.88 in witness fees 
each time she appeared in court, 
was charged in municipal court 


here on an appeal from a $15 fine 
by Richard Kosinski, 26. 

Kosinski told the jury he was 

sitting in a downtown theatre when 
a Mrs. Dorothy McDermott, 465, 
slapped him twice and then called 
for help. He was arrested and 
fined $5. His attorney appealed the 
fine and told the court he had evi- 
dence Mrs. McDermott was making 
a “racket” of having’ theatre 
patrons arrested. He showed a 
record of five arrests made recently 
on complaint of the woman under 
various names. Appeal was denied 
in district court and the fine raised 
to $15 where—upon Kosinski went 
to the municipal court and asked for 
a jury trial. 
Case was clinched by Kosinski 
when two women, one a former 
landlady and the other a former 
room-mate of the woman, testified 
that she was a “trouble maker” and 
had often caused disturbances in 
public places with cries of being “in- 
sulted” by men and demanding their 
arrest. Woman denied the charge. 
She admitted, however, that she was 
the complainant in five court cases 
against men whom she had had 
arrested for “annoying” her. 

Jury was out five minutes and 
returned a verdict of “not guilty.”

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Radio and Red Faces 


Radio has been barred from the Morro Castle hearings which resume 
Nov. 5. This isn’t particularly important except that political opponents 
of the Washington administration are already using it as fuel for their 
charges, aired in Congress during the last session, that radio is subject 
to political censorship. 





Some sort of clear-cut policy seems imperative on the Government's 
part toward the question of radio eavesdropping at judicial hearings, 
whether in court or committee rooms. It is hardly consistent to grant 
the broadcast privilege, as in the case of the Morro Castle, and then 
rescind it when the heat of criticism becomes uncomfortable. 


New Jersey has barred radio from the Hauptmann trial and the Denver 
bar association is fighting broadcasts of misdemeanor cases from the 
Municipal Court. There are at present at least 12 cities in the United 
States where microphones are regularly placed on the bench of police 
magistrates. 





Radio differs from press reports of the same proceedings in the com- 
plete candor of the medium, No friendly air reporter can make a sage 
philosopher of a ward heeler when listeners hear what they hear. And 
no whitewash can be applied when the ether scrams a contrary story. 

This phase of radio has become fraught with possibilities of embarrass- 
ment and politicians are learning that radio is dynamite in more ways 
than one. It isn’t good politics to be chummy with radio in the expect- 
ancy of favorable publicity and irritated and arbitrary when the press 
agentry boomerangs,

Bigwigs 
got a new scare about the reels and 
sent flying squadrons of police 
around to all the theatres tn town 
to pull them out. 

Pix as now shown go up to the 
moment before the assassination 
and pick up again with a few tame 
crowd shots a long while after.

Charles Miller, Equity rep on the 
Coast, stated shortly after President

When told of the demands to be 
made by Equity, Felix Weisberger, 
director for Prof. Reinhardt, said, 
‘In Europe we have always worked 
in harmony with Equity, and there's 
no reason why we can’t do it here.’

Asa (‘Ace’) Burdette, shrewd and 
spell-binding Kansas politician 
with a none-too-savory reputa- 
tion, is “the protagonist of the 
piece and he is played magnificently 
by Fred Stone for two-thirds of the 


way and a little less skillfully for 
the other third. However, again, 
that’s more the author's fault and 
the director‘’s than it is Stone's. 
Audience first sees “Ace” at an 
open-air camp meeting in March, 
1861. Wily old reprobate gets on 


the platform under the pretext of 
having repented his sins and then 
turns the affairs into a _ political 
rally in which he rails against the 
horrors of slave-owning and boosts 
his own cause, 

No doubt about his being success- 
ful, the next scene showing him in 
Washington, a full-fledged senator, 
besieged by reporters and deep in 
the problems of the war between 
the states. 

“Ace” has the faculty of inspir- 
ing not only the audiences which 
listen to his speeches but also his 
friends and those closely associated 
with him. One of those falling 
under his spell is Will Starling, 
suitor for his daughter's hand and 
a sober-minded, straight-laced 
.young man, who, because of Ace's 
stories, becomes fanatical in his 
hatred of slavery. 

As the war years pass, however, 
“Ace” becomes bitter about the 
terrific bloodshed, and when an old 
friend, Philemon Smallwood, now a 
general in the Confederate army in 
Washington on a mission concern- 
ing prisoner exchange, happens 
along, the senator from Kansas 
broaches his great plan, which is 
complete cessation of hostilities by 
uniting the Yankee and _ Rebel 
forces in a war on Maximilian in 
Mexico. Jeff Davis is to be in com- 
mand, the South is to free the 
slaves and the question of their 
voting is to be held in abeyance for 
five or more years. 

Scheme falls through when a hos- 
tile journalist learns of it and the 
Jayhawker's political career seems 
to be on the rocks. 


Originally, tragedy was brought 
directly home to him by having 
young Starling, the prospective 


son-in-law, virtually commit suicide 
on the battlefield after learning of 
what he deems ‘Ace's’ treachery. As 
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played now, the young man comes | 
in and denounces him, but the more 
tragic note is out.

to very plain, lusty language, and 
then, too, of course, character is 


something of a ‘heavy,’ although 
sympathetically amusing in the first 
part. At all events, it’s a feather 
in his cap. 

Walter Kelly is excellent in a role 
that doesn't give him the right kind 
of chance. Stone's youngest, Carol 
impresses neatly as the ingenue, 
and Edward McNamara is especial- 
ly effective as a loyal friend of the 
‘Jayhawker.’ Paul Guilfoyle is prop- 
erly intense as the fanatical young 
hero. 

Maybe Sidney Howard, who did 
such a swell job on his own with 
Lewis’ ‘Dodsworth,’ can figure out 
with Sinclair and his collaborator 
some way of holding the dramatic 
tension of ‘Jayhawker’ up to its 
early promise. Character is there 
and so is an idea, but right now it 
disintegrates. And at the same time 
the play cries for re-direction.

Unusual mystery in which the en- 
tire action takes place in a court- 
room a la ‘Mary Dugan.’ In this 
case, the person on trial is not the 
murderer, Play is well written, but 
as in the case of all first plays, the 
author has overwritten everything, 
pointed up too well the fact that 
in the end the suspected witness 
will be held for the murder and 
the accused liberated. 

Inspired by the rumors that Ivor 
Kruger is still alive, play deals with 
a Swedish millionaire who, when he 
finds his financial kingdom begin- 
ning to topple, has a body thrown 
from his penthouse. Mutilated, it 
is identified as the Swede. Latter 
has started to skip the country, 
but is later killed by his father-in- 
law, who discovers the Swede has 
bilked him and is running away 
from his wife with his secretary- 
sweetheart. 

Entire story and plot unfolds with 
the testimony of the various wit- 
nesses at the trial. Play is there, 
but requires the services of an ex- 
perienced dramatist who can bring 
it out and eliminate the obvious 
denouement, Idea is one that should 
attract eastern producers. A, H. 
Woods has optioned it. 

Cleverly thought out, it develops 
fast and has three excellent cur- 
tains. Characters are all in order, 
never far-fetched. 

Cast is capable enough, but lacks 
proper direction. Tempo is too slow, 
but may be speeded up when some 
of the speeches are cut.

having been leased to Loew's by 
Par after erection. Claim of $23,- 
000,000 is on file for this. 

Rents on which motion to collect 
has been brought are for various 
periods during both the receiver- 
ship and current bankruptcy of 
Par. 

In connection with the Allied mo- 


tion on rentals, the Irving Trust 
Co., as trustee for Publix Enter- 
prises, now discharged in banke- 


ruptey, is brought into the matter. 
The motion of Allied to intervene 
in a reorganization plan for Para- 


mount was recently denied. No 
further action in that direction is 
known to be contemplated at the 
moment.

Noel Coward always manages 
to turn out something quite differ- 
ent. theatrically, from anything 
anvone else manages to turn out. 
His plays very seldom fall into 
niches or srooves. Not often are 
the correct labels around for 
them. But they seldom, in all due 
fairness, fail to entertain. ‘Conver- 
sation Piece’ is no exception to the 
rule. Almost amazing in its simple 
audacity, frequently dull for long 
stretches, it is yet so calm, charm- 
ing and easy to take that it will 
probably get its share of coin for a 
moderate run, 

Coward is by no means at his best 
in this play. Iie has gone simple} 
here. It is only a_ portion of the 
second act that is distant from a 
faint modicum of dullness. When 
Coward has one of his character: 
saying, ‘Who is your mistress at 
the moment?’ or ‘Have you retired 
from public life?’ Coward is at his 
best. But when he has the hand- 
some young groom pining for love 
of the beautiful maid and such tish- 
tosh, Coward is not much better 
than the average young play hack. 

‘Conversation Piece’ gets its title 
from an old form of playwriting— 
a hundred years or so old—in Which 
characters are posed prettily around 
rooms for dialogic purposes, There- 
fore, in the second act, Coward has 
his characters poised prettily 
around and standing absolutely still 
in posed statue effect while two or 
three characters act out bits. Then 
music, all characters move about a 
moment or two, musie stops, every- 
body stands or sits still again for 
another bit of dialog, ete. It’s in- 
teresting, but not important and 
hardly novel enough to matter. 

The wonder about Coward, as 
has been noted before, is how many 
things he does well. He not only 
wrote the play, but he wrote the 
acore and he staged it. Also, 
for a while in London he acied 
in it. Maybe, if he acted in it in 
New York, it would help the b.o. 
returns. Not that Pierre Fresnay, 
who succeeded Coward in the play, 
isn't adequate. Fresnay, as a mat- 
ter of fact, is exceedingly good; a 
fine and talented actor. But there 
is needed for an important New 
York run a bit more lure than the 
play itself can offer, and Coward as 
an actor might have done the trick. 

Story is one of those slight little 
bits of sheer sentimentality. Brigh- 
ton in 1811. Dukes and duchesses, 
counts and countesses flitter back 
and forth, and here and there are a 
sprinkling of those women who 
earn their living much more easily 
(and pay and pay and pay). 

The Duke of Chaucigny-Varenne: 
(Fresnay) having fallen on hard 
days conspired with a_ beautiful 
French cabaret girl, Melanie 
(Yvonne Printemps) to sponsor her 
as the daughter of French royalty. 
She is to marry a wealthy and titled 
personage, thereby making a for- 
tune for both of them. But, as is 
Obvious, she falls in love with him, 
ruining the whole conspiracy. He 
is angry with her, but forgives and 
all — well with the two in each 
others (and in poverty’s) arms. 

Co ward has stretched this 
through three longish acts and with 
much tiresome badinage. Also a 
g00dly portion of it is in French, 
Mile. Printemps and Fresnay both 
employing it frequently. Fresnay,

It’s 
a hair-raiser and goose-pimpler 
concocted by A. Merritt, who has 
done other sub-zero chillers. Filled 
with the supernatural, done with a 
vividness that overshadows the tri- 
fling fact that four men have been 


killed. Well planned, with consist- 
ently building interest, it’s treasure 
trove for those readers who want 
them different. Might make a good 
picture if the vampire’s morals could 
be soaped, but it would take a great 
deal of scrubbing.

Stays in Washington 
On October 27 he received a letter 
signed by G. A. Lynch. administra- 


tive officer of the National Indus- 
trial Recovery Board, in which the 
following statement is made: 


‘Public hearings on matters af- 
fecting the Code are held here in 
Washington, and it is not deemed 
necessary to break that general rule 
in the instant case.’ 


So far as Blum knows, no agent 
will attend that hearing. It would 
be a practical impossibility for them 
to do so. 


Blum informed the Administration 
that the agents will contend that the 
‘full and fair hearing’ required by 
the National Recovery Act will not 
have been held in the instant case, 
due to the impossibility of the per- 
sons interested being able to attend 
at a place 3,000 miles from the point 
where their businesses and their ac- 
tive interests require them to be, 
and requested the National Recoy- 
ery Board to note the objections to 
the hearing being held in Washing- 
ton, D. C. Hearing is skeded for 
Oct. 31. 


Actors Pan Producers 


The actors, in their reply to 
Washington opinion, state that the 
producers were to blame for break- 
up of five-five negotiations here and 
the resultant Guild-Equity alliance 
movement. Their statement empha- 
sizes that during the series of meet- 
ings, the actors formulated a com- 
plete set of fair practices embody- 
ing all actor proposals.

The present generation can’t recal] 
such grosses as American fairs have 
rolled up this season, The direct 
cause of the sudden rejuvenation is 
attributed to the dole, public works 
projects, the CWA and the brain- 
truster’s happy idea of paying 
farmers for what they didn’t grow. 

Psychology of the condition has 
made the fairs. Country sections, 
starved for entertainment the past 
five years, were suddenly alloted 
easy money. These hard working 
folk were famished for amusement. 
The local fair offered the opportun- 
ity, and as the records show all over 
the country, they were not a bit 
backward about attending. 

And it was all a huge surprise! 
No one, least of all those in the 
game, expected it. Fairs, including 
county and state, for the past years 
have been losing heavily. This sea- 
son, because there wasn't anything 
else to do these same ‘spots re- 
opened. The local business groaned 
and gave what they could, with the 
earnest prayer, it would help their 
stores. All looked upon it as an 
ordeal that had to be gone through 
with. Imagine their astonishment 
when instead of dribbling crowds 
some of their fairs had to swear-in 
100 extra cops to care for the 
spending, jamming throngs! At 
the same time many sinking carni- 
vals, who were persuaded to come 
and decorate the midways, suddenly 
found themselves with bankrolls. 
Outdoor showmen (exclusive of 
circus men) now hail President 
Roosevelt as the greatest of builder 
uppers. 

Another angle was the use many 
sections of the country made of the 
CWA crews in cleaning up and re- 
decorating their grounds. Instead 
of the usual drab weather beaten 
buildings, this season's, still other 
fair organizations, such as Nash- 
ville and Jackson, Miss., this year 
were loaned money through the 
liberal Roosevelt Policy. Nashville

Farm Coin Ups 

Carnivals and fairs depend upon 
the farmer and working man for 
their patronage.

Washington, Oct. 29. 

Scrapping of all but labor pro- 
visions of the burlesk code and dis- 
solution of the industry’s code au- 
thority is under consideration at the 
National Recovery Administration 
as a consequence of bitter differ- 
ences of opinion over the proposed 


$21,400 budget for code enforce- 
ment. 

Stymied for at least several days 
by the heated dispute which de- 


veloped at last week's public hear- 
ing, Deputy Administrator William 
r. Farnsworth today appeared 
deeply impressed by the suggestion 
of Harry Goodfriend, Philadelphia 
counsel for a score of independent 
operators, that everything but labor 
clauses be tossed into the ashcan 
and the enforcement job be assumed 
by the government. Farnsworth 
would not indicate, however, what 
the prospects are for adopting this 
idea. 

The whole question of future pro- 
cedure turns on the matter of nu- 
merical strength mustered by op- 
posing factions, the National Bur- 
lesque Association group, led by I. 
H. Herk, and the independent man- 
agers, directed by Izzie Hirst, An- 
thony Romano and Jimmie Lake. A 
survey of the entirely industry 
probably will be undertaken’ by 
NRA to clear up this point since 
Herk and Goodfriend cannot agree 
on who represents who. 

With Goodfriend claiming to 
have been retained by 20 indies and 
Herk insisting several of the Phila- 


delphia attorney’s clients are still 
N.B.A. members, the NRA is dis- 
posed to proceed cautiously until 
the representation issue is settled. 
If it develops that Goodfriend 
speaks for more than half of the 
operating houses, NRA _ probably 


will reject the budget, while if Herk 
obtains majority backing the levy 
stands a good chance of being ap- 
proved. 

indie Endorsement 

Goodfriend’s proposal, submitted 
at a post-hearing confab late last 
Monday (22 drew immediate fire 
from the N.B.A,. ranks, but was 
heartily endorsed by the three indie 
members of the code authority, who 
insisted at the session that there is 
no justifiable reason for setting up 
a $20,000-a-year code administrative 
body. The indie counsel pointed 
out that in several previous in- 
stances, NRA, acting under terms 
of an executive order issued by 
President Roosevelt last spring, has 
suspended all except labor clauses 
of a number of codes where admin- 
istrative problems were difficult or 
wide differences of opinion were en- 
countered. 

If a move is made in this direc- 
tion, NRA would encourage revival 
of Herk’'s languishing trade associa- 
tion on the ground that a strong 
unified industry organization would 
be highly desirable to the entire in- 


dustry, but the N.B.A. would not 
participate in code enforcement as 


an administrative agency. All labor 
questions would be handled through 
the NRA's compliance division and 
Farnsworth’'s office. 

While no government executives 
would commit themselves on the de- 
Sirability of such a course, it was 
pointed out that peculiar conditions 
confronting the industry provide a 
number of sound reasons for adopt- 
ing Goodfriend’s suggestion. Execs 
noted that the trade practice provi- 
sions are of essentially minor sig- 
nificance when contrasted with the 
principles of the film and legit codes, 
that competition within the indus- 
try is experienced in only a few 
cities, and that most of the duties 
assigned to the code authority come 
within the scope of trade associa- 
tion functions.

Governmental Interference

Washington, Oct. 29. 


Charges that the government is 
preparing to impose a code on the 
amusement parks, pools and beaches 
were emphatically denied today by 
Deputy Administrator William _ 
Farneworth as the National Asso- 
ciation of Amusement Parks, Pools 
and Beaches mobilized for a fight 
with the National Recovery Admin- 
istration. 

Emphasizing that he is standing 
by the decision reached last spring 
when the park code was tossed in 
a wastebasket, Farnsworth assured 
operators that the government has 
no intention of compelling adoption 
of a fair competition pact and has 
not gone back on its promises to 
leave the problem of outlawing un- 
fair practices up to the industry 
its« If. 

‘The code committee of the asso- 
ciation knows the amusement sec- 
tion is not going to impose a code 
and also must know that any steps 
to formulate a code for this indus- 
try would be taken by this division, 
The members of the committee have 
not communicated with me about 
the matter at all.’ 

The latest scare of park, pool, and 
beach operators is believed in gov- 
ment circles to have resulted en- 
tirely from a misunderstanding ofa 
routine letter sent out by the NRA 
notifying industry members that the 
code has been abandoned but that 
it is hoped employers will adopt 
President Roosevelt’s Re-employ- 
ment Agreement. The PRA, which 
is entirely voluntary in nature, was 
used a year ago to speed up codi- 
fication and make inroads into the 
unemployment problem until spe- 
cific compacts could be negotiated. 
This agreement merely stipulated 
minimum wages from $12.50 to $15 
weekly in cities of different popu- 
lation groups and_ specified that 
signers would not work employees 
getting under $35 weekly more than 
40 hours. 

Although NRA remained mum, in 
some circles there was speculation 
over the possibility that the ‘threat’ 
had been manufactured within the 
industry to increase membership in 
the N.A.A.P.P.B. and that the mis- 
understanding of the terms of the 
PRA might not be entirely acci- 
dental. Government executives said 
they were confident the letter about 
the PRA had been misinterpreted 
and the apprehension arose from 
lack of familiarity with the terms 
of this agreement. 

Expressing the hope that. the 
trade association would continue to 
expand and become a more efficient 
organization, Farnsworth explained 
his reasons for dropping the pro- 
posed park-pool-beach code and 
urged members of the industry to 
stamp out unfair competition 
through voluntary efforts. 

‘The real task of the association 
is not to fight the NRA but to go 
to state legislatures and get stat- 
utes eliminating the competitive 
advantages now enjoyed by mu- 
nicipally owned resorts and amuse- 
ments which generally pay no taxes 
and have lower overhead and oper- 
ating costs, 

‘The park-pool-beach code was 
abandoned principally because we 
of the NRA realized the unfairness 
of asking commercial operators to 
raise wages and shorten hours un- 
less their municipal competitors 
were willing to make a similar con- 
tribution. This was the major rea- 
sons why the government was will- 
ing to turn the problem of correct- 
ing abuses of labor and unfair com- 
petition over to the industry itself. 
We are standing by that position.’
